235,000,000 BUSHELS MAY 
BE HARVESTED THIS FALL 


Western Canada will reap a har- 
vest of wheat between 225,000,000 
and 235,000,000 bushels if weather 
conditions remain normal until com- 
pletion of harvesting, it was stated 
in the weekly crop ‘survey of the 
Searle Grain Company, issued Mon- 
day evening. 

Harvesting operations are general 
in Manitoba and will be general in 
Saskatchewan about August 14. Al- 
berta igs slightly later, and it is not 
expected that harvesting in the foot- 
hills province will be in fll swing un- 
til August 19. 

Western crops dropped slightly 
in average condition during the 
week, the report stated. The 
weighted average condition for the 
three Prairie provinces was 62 per 


for the week previous. 

The average condition in Alberta 
was 71 per cent; Saskatchewan, 42 
per cent; and Manitoba, 58 per cent. 

Some rust infection and = slight 
damage from grasshoppers was re- 
ported during-the period, but no 
serious damage has yet resulted.

working capital, and the provinces 
will not be called upon to guarantee 
their operations. 

“As a substantial number of pro- 
ducers desire to market their grain 
on the pool principle, the elevators 
operated by the pools in the several 


provinces will afford to such pro-|. 


ducers an opportunity to have their 


grain dealt with by the operation of 


a voluntary pool. The elevators 
will make to such producerg an ini- 
tial payment of 36 cents per bushel 
on the same basis as to quality and 
point of delivery as_ in -previous 
years. as

ALBERT A RELIEF 
PLANS PREPARED 
Province Recommends Railway Bal- 


lasting and National Parks Road- 
work as Suitable Work Projects 


Edmonton,—Alberta is ready to 
embark upon a relief program at a 
day’s notice and has submitted a 
complete memorandum on the sub- 
ject to the Dominion Government. 
While it is hoped and expected that 
the Dominion will sponsor a compre- 
hensive program, no definite plans 
have as yet been disclosed, declared 
Premier J. E. Brownlee, on his re- 
turn trom Ottawa, where he discus- 
sed the problem with Premier R. B. 
Bennett and Hon, Gideon Robertson, 
Minitser of Labor. 


For the drought-stricken areas of 
the province the approval of the fed- 
eral government has been given to 
road projects as relief work, of 
which the details are being worked 
out by the provincial authorities. 

Ballasting, Roads 

The premier is hopeful that defi- 
nite announcements will be forth- 
coming at an early date. 

Ballasting on railways and road- 
work din the National Parks haye 
been strongly recommened by Alber- 
ta ag relief work projects. 

‘Now that the Dominion house has 
adjourned, said the premier, the 
cabinet was concentrating on the 
practical policies to be put into eff- 
fect with respect to unemployment 
relief, ; 

Beyond his hopes for an early an- 
nouncement'= of plans, Premier 
Brownlee did not feel disposed to 
comment on what the policies might 
include.
